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EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 16, insert before line 18 — wherein said cleaning cloth includes one end having a 
welding portion provides thereon, to form a closed end for said at least one pocket; wherein said 
cover fabric layer includes a length greater than that of said outer fabric layer to facilitate an 
engagement of said handle into said at least one pocket of said cleaning cloth; wherein said 
handle includes a fork having two arms engageable into said at least one pocket of said cleaning 
cloth; — 

Claim 16, line 22, delete "two pocket" and replace with — two pockets- 
Claim 16, delete lines 23-29 

Claim 16, lines 32-35 delete " and the two pockets are separated. . .end that the two 
pockets are separated;" and replace with — and said two pockets are separated at a first end and 
are connected at a second end; said two pockets are open at said first end and closed at said 
second end; said two arms of said handle are inserted into said open first end of the said two 
pockets; — 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claim 16, lines 30-36 state that the cleaning cloth includes a cut portion partially formed 
between the second welding portions to allow the two pockets to be separated from each other. 
The two pockets are separated at a first end and are connected at a second end. The pockets are 
opened at the first end and closed at the second end. 

Claim 16, line 14 states that the outer and cover layers are secured together by two welds. 
Line 1 8 states there is a second welding portion provided on the outer and cover fabric layers and 
arranged between the welding portions to separate the one pocket into two pockets. 

Claim 16, line 21-22 states that the cleaning cloth includes a fiber coupled between the 
two cleaning pockets to breakably couple the two pockets together. 

O'Brien ('450) teaches a cleaning cloth with two pockets that are separated at one end, 
however the pockets are separated at the end opposite the applicant's separation. O'Brien also 
teaches two pockets however both pockets have open ends so that the handle can extend 
completely through the pockets. 

Tanaka ('074 and '801) teaches a cleaning cloth however fails to teach that the two 
pockets are separated at a first end and that the pockets are connected and closed at a second end. 
The handle of Tanaka extends completely through the two pockets. 

Hayden ('725) teaches a cleaning cloth comprising a single pocket that is open at both 
ends to allow the handle to extend completely through the cloth. 

None of the references teach all the elements of the claimed invention nor would it have 
been obvious to modify the references to achieve the claimed invention.
